Eagle-One  Accounts  (Meal  Plan,  Bookstore,  Laundry) 

Eagle-One  Accounts  operate  on  a  declining  balance  system.  The  student's 
gold  BC  ID  or  Eagle-One  Card  serves  as  the  debit  card.  The  cost  of  each  purchase 
is  deducted  from  the  balance  by  computerized  card  readers  at  cashier  stations  in 
every  location  the  card  is  accepted.  Your  BC  ID  and  Eagle-One  Plans  are  for  your 
use  only.  No  student  may  use  any  other  student's  Eagle-One  Card  unless  accom- 
panied by  that  student. 

University  Meal  Plans  are  required  for  all  students  living  in  the  Upper  Campus 
and  Newton  Campus  residence  halls  or  in  Walsh  Hall,  Greycliff,  66 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  Vanderslice  Hall,  and  90  St.  Thomas  More  Road.  Dining 
Bucks  and  Eagle  Bucks  are  optional  plans  that  are  additional  to  the  University 
Meal  Plan.  These  plans  allow  purchases  at  BC  restaurants,  concessions,  vending 
machines,  bookstore,  laundry  and  for  pizza  delivery.  Money  may  be  added  to  this 
plan  through  AGORA.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  these  plans,  please  contact 
the  Office  of  Student  Services  at  617-552-3300. 

April  16  is  the  last  day  for  students  who  are  graduating  to  have  Dining 
Bucks  billed  to  their  student  account.  After  April  16,  graduating  students  may 
only  add  Eagle  Bucks. 

Eagle  Number 

Your  Eagle  Number  is  the  last  8-digits  to  the  left  of  your  picture  on  the  Eagle- 
One  Card.  Keep  your  Eagle  Number  easily  accessible  since  it  allows  you  to  access 
your  records  on  U-View,  and  it  is  often  requested  by  the  University  as  a  form  of 
identification. 

E-Mail 

E-mail  accounts  are  automatically  created  for  all  full-time  undergraduates  and 
all  graduate  students.  The  Office  of  Student  Services  uses  e-mail  as  their  pre- 
ferred means  of  contacting  students. 

To  view  your  e-mail  address,  log  on  to  AGORA  at  http://agora.bc.edu.  You  will 
need  your  username  and  PIN  to  access  your  account.  Select  iy-l//ei/i/from  the  pull 
down  menu  and  click  on  e-mail  address.  Your  e-mail  address  will  be  displayed. 
From  this  screen  you  may  also  forward  your  BC  account  to  another  e-mail 
account.

Eagle-One  Cards 

Eagle-One  Cards  are  issued  to  all  University  students,  staff  and  faculty  (and 
their  spouses,  if  desired)  through  the  Office  of  Student  Services.  Students  must 
keep  this  card  available  at  all  times.  Boston  College  identification  cards  are  the 
property  of  the  University  and  must  be  presented  to  authorized  University  officials 
upon  request.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  can  result  in  judicial  action.  Please  keep 
in  mind  that  falsifying,  altering  or  misusing  your  own  or  anyone  else's  Eagle-One 
Card  in  any  way  is  strictly  prohibited  by  the  University. 

Eagle-One  Card  information  may  be  obtained  by  calling  617-552-3300.  Proof 
of  identification  such  as  a  driver's  license  or  passport  must  be  presented  in  order 
to  receive  an  Eagle-One  Card.  Spouses  must  present  a  Marriage 
License/Certificate.

Parking  Permits 

Faculty,  staff,  and  students  who  park  vehicles  on  the  Boston  College  campus 
between  2:00  A.M.  and  3:00  PM.  weekdays  are  required  to  have  a  parking  permit. 

Parking  Notice:  The  University  will  no  longer  issue  commuter  permits  to 
undergraduate  students  living  off-campus  on  public  transportation  lines.  This 
policy  change  was  necessitated  by  the  severe  parking  shortages  the  University 
experienced  this  past  year  and  will  affect  all  students  residing  in  Allston,  Boston, 
Brighton,  Brookline,  and  Chestnut  Hill.

Requests  for 
academic  and  financial  aid  transcripts  may  also  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  fol- 
lowing address:  Transcript  Requests,  Office  of  Student  Services,  Lyons  Hall, 
Boston  College,  Chestnut  Hill,  MA  02467  or  faxed  to  617-552-4975.  Requests  are 
usually  processed  within  48-72  hours  of  receipt. 

The  Transcript  Office  is  open  Monday-Friday  from  9:00  A.M.  until  5:00  PM. 
Call  617-552-8700  if  you  have  any  questions.  There  is  no  charge  for  a  transcript. 


Registration  Preparation 


Graduate  Students 

The  fall  and  summer  2002  on-line  registration  and  drop/add  period  for  gradu- 
ate students,  except  GSSW  students,  will  begin  on  April  17  at  8:00  A.M.  and 
continue  through  September  9  at  1 1 :00  PM. 

GSSW  registration  for  summer  will  begin  on  April  23  at  7:00  PM.  and  close 
April  30  at  11:00  PM.  Fall  registration  for  GSSW  will  begin  on  May  7  at  7:00  PM. 
and  close  May  14  at  11 :00  PM. 

Graduate  students  in  GSA&S,  CGSOM,  LSOE,  CGSON,  and  GSSW  who  regis- 
ter before  August  15,  2002,  will  have  their  registration  fee  waived.  This  waiver 
only  applies  to  those  students  who  complete  their  registration  by  August  15. 
Students  who  add  courses  after  August  15  will  be  charged  the  $15  registration 
fee. 

Students  registered  for  Doctoral  Continuation  in  the  spring  will  be  registered 
for  the  fall  unless  they  graduate  in  May  or  are  enrolled  in  programs  that  require 
departmental  permission.  Those  students  whose  departments  require  permission 
need  to  obtain  a  departmental  override.  Graduate  students  using  Lynch  School  of 
Education  teaching  vouchers  should  see  Patricia  O'Kane  in  the  Graduate 
Admissions  Office,  Campion  103. 

Special  Students  who  have  not  applied  to  a  degree  program  or  who  have 
applied,  but  have  not  yet  been  accepted  and  wish  to  take  graduate  level  courses 
must  apply  as  special  students  to  the  appropriate  graduate  school.  This  policy 
also  applies  to  students  who  wish  to  take  graduate  level  courses  using  teaching 
vouchers  and  have  not  applied  or  been  accepted  into  a  graduate  school  at  Boston 
College.  Those  who  have  previously  taken  courses  using  vouchers  should  contact 
the  Admission  Offices  to  be  readmitted. 

Undergraduate  Students 

The  fall  2002  registration  and  drop/add  period  for  undergraduates  will  begin 
on  April  18  and  continue  through  11:00  PM.  on  September  9,  2002.  CSOM  stu- 
dents in  the  Class  of  2003  and  2004  should  receive  their  registration  materials  in 
the  mail  during  the  week  of  March  18.  CSOM  students  in  the  Class  of  2005  will 
pick  up  their  forms  from  their  peer  advisors.  All  other  undergraduates  (A&S, 
LSOE,  and  CSON)  must  pick  up  their  Registration  Information/Degree  Audit 
forms  from  their  advisors  beginning  March  25. 

Undergraduates  will  need  a  (1)  Personal  Identification  Number  (PIN)  and  a 
(2)  4-digit  registration  access  code.  The  registration  access  code  is  printed  on  the 
Registration  Information/Degree  Audit  torm.  The  access  code  is  necessary  in 
order  to  register;  it  ensures  that  students  have  met  with  their  faculty  advisors,  if 
required  for  their  school  and  class  year. 

The  Registration  Information/Degree  Audit  torm  also  includes  the  registration 
appointment  time  and  a  complete  Degree  Audit.  The  Degree  Audit  is  a  computer- 
ized matching  of  the  degree  requirements  for  a  student's  year,  school,  and  major 
with  the  courses  that  have  been  completed.  If  the  Degree  Audit  is  not  accurate, 
students  should  make  an  appointment  to  see  their  Recorder.  The  Recorder's 
name,  telephone  number,  and  e-mail  address  are  listed  on  the  Registration 
Information/Degree  Audit  form . 
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Undergraduates  have  been  assigned  a  registration  appointment  time  based 
on  class  year.  Appointments  are  scheduled  from  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  and 
should  not  conflict  with  course  schedules.  Since  the  appointment  time  is  stored 
on  the  computer,  undergraduates  may  not  register  before  their  appointment, 
although  they  may  register  any  time  thereafter. 


Registration  Procedures 


Graduate  and  undergraduate  students  register  and  drop/add  using  either  the 
U-View  Plus  system — available  from  any  computer  terminal  or  microcomputer 
with  a  network  (EagleNet)  connection  or  with  a  dialup  (modem)  connection  to 
BC's  administrative  mainframe  computer — or  the  y-D/a/ voice-response  system. 
U-Dlal  can  be  accessed  from  a  touch-tone  telephone  by  dialing  617-552-8800. 
The  registration  systems  will  be  available  seven  days  a  week  (with  exceptions) 
until  1 1 :00  P.M.  through  September  9. 

Undergraduates  can  register  on  or  after  their  appointment  times.  Graduate 
students  may  register  on  or  after  April  17.  All  students  may  drop/add  any  time 
after  they  have  registered.  The  appropriate  department/dean's  office  must 
approve  drop/adds  after  September  9.

You  may  also  browse  courses  on  U-Vlew  Plus  by  using  the  "C"  option, 
which  will  access  both  fall  and  spring  semester  courses,  or  search  for  courses  by 
instructor  name,  course  title,  and  open  courses  (not  closed  or  cancelled).  Search 
BC  Courses  on  the  Office  of  Student  Services'  website  features  a  pull  down  menu 
for  course  descriptions  including  those  that  satisfy  University  Core  requirements. 

Course  Restrictions/Closed  Courses 

An  asterisk  (*)  next  to  a  course  indicates  a  restriction.  The  specific  restriction 
is  printed  underneath  the  course.  Courses  may  be  restricted  by  school  (e.g..  For 
Education  Only),  by  degree  (e.g..  For  Doctoral  Students  Only),  or  by  major  (e.g.. 
For  Economics  Majors  Only).  The  department  may  hold  other  courses,  or  sec- 
tions of  courses,  so  that  they  are  unavailable  during  certain  periods  of 
registration.  Some  courses  (including  all  graduate  courses)  may  be  available  to 
undergraduates  with  department  permission  only.  Note:  If  you  are  planning  to 
change  your  major,  be  sure  to  check  the  General  Information  section  tor  instruc- 
tions. 

Overrides 

In  exceptional  cases,  a  department  may  decide  to  override  a  course  restric- 
tion. If  you  wish  to  obtain  an  override  for  a  course  that  was  closed  or  restricted 
when  you  registered,  see  the  department  offering  the  course.  If  the  department 
chairperson  or  assistant  decides  to  allow  you  to  register  for  the  course,  he  or  she 
will  give  you  an  Approval/Override  torm  or  process  the  override  in  the  depart- 
ment. The  form  must  be  stamped  in  the  appropriate  section:  Open/Restricted 
overrides  school,  major,  degree  and  department  restrictions;  Override  for  a 
Closed  Course  overrides  all  restrictions  and  size  limits  for  closed  courses.  In  rare 
cases  you  may  need  to  obtain  permission  to  override  a  corequisite  or  to  register 
for  two  courses  that  conflict  in  time.  In  those  cases  the  Approval  for  Time  Conflict 
must  be  signed. 

If  you  obtain  an  override  for  a  restricted  or  closed  course  take  the  form  to 
Lyons  Hall  after  you  have  registered.  You  cannot  process  overrides  through  U- 
Dlalor  U-VlewPlus. 

A&S,  CSOM,  and  CSON  students  who  maintain  a  3.00  GPA,  may  add  a  sixth 
course  on-line  (up  to  20  credits)  during  the  first  week  of  classes. 


Registration  Holds 

if  you  have  an  outstanding  balance  on  your  student  account,  are  missing  a 
transcript  from  a  university  you  attended  previously,  or  have  failed  to  submit 
proof  of  immunization  to  the  Health  Services  Office,  a  hold  may  be  placed  on 
your  registration.  If  a  registration  hold  message  appears  on  the  screen,  you  must 
see  the  appropriate  office  to  resolve  the  situation  before  you  can  register. 

Immunization  Requirement 

Both  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  registering  at  the  credit  levels  list- 
ed below  are  required  to  comply  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (the  College 
Immunization  Law): 

College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  9  credits 

Carroll  School  of  Management  12  credits 

College  of  Advancing  Studies  12  credits 

Connell  School  of  Nursing  9  credits 

Lynch  School  of  Education  9  credits 

School  of  Social  Work  18  credits 

Law  School  12  credits 

The  College  Immunization  Law  requires  proof  of  the  following  immuniza- 
tions: 

•  1  Tetanus-Diphtheria  Booster:  Within  the  past  1 0  years 

•  2  Measles  Immunizations:  Dose  1  must  be  after  the  first  birthday 
and  Dose  2  must  be  at  least  one  month  after  the  1st  dose 

•  1  Mumps  Immunization:  Immunized  with  vaccine  after  the  first 
birthday 

•  1  Rubella  Immunization:  Immunized  with  vaccine  after  the  first 
birthday 

Effective  September  2001,  all  full-time  freshmen  must  show  proof  of  having 
received  3  doses  of  the  hepatitis  B  vaccine. 

If  proof  of  immunization  for  measles,  mumps,  and/or  rubella  is  not  available, 
a  blood  Titer  showing  immunity  will  be  accepted. 

Students  who  fail  to  provide  proof  of  immunization  within  30  days  from  the 
start  of  classes  will  be  charged  a  $50.00  administrative  processing  fee.  The  only 
exceptions  permitted  are  conflicts  with  personal  religious  belief  or  documentation 
by  a  physician  that  immunizations  should  not  be  given  due  to  pre-existing  med- 
ical problems. 

Massachusetts  Medical  Insurance 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Law  has  mandated  that  all  students,  grad- 
uate and  undergraduate,  taking  at  least  75  percent  of  full-time  credit  hours  must 
be  covered  by  medical  insurance  providing  a  specified  minimum  coverage. 
Determination  of  whether  or  not  a  graduate  student  is  required  to  enroll  in  the 
insurance  program  is  based  strictly  on  the  actual  number  of  credits  for  which  the 
student  is  registered  each  semester. 

Listed  below  are  the  75  percent  of  full-time  hours  for  the  graduate  schools. 

•  GSSW  students  who  register  for  1 2  or  more  credits. 

•  CGSOM  and  CAS  students  who  register  for  9  or  more  credits. 

•  GSA&S,  CGSON,  LSOE  who  register  for  7  or  more  credits. 

Please  note:  All  doctoral  students  as  well  as  all  international  students  at 
Boston  College  will  automatically  be  charged  for  the  Boston  College  Medical 
Insurance  unless  a  waiver  is  submitted  showing  comparable  insurance. 
International  students  may  not  waive  the  BC  insurance  plan  themselves.  They 
must  contact  the  Intercultural  Office  at  617-552-8005  if  they  wish  to  waive  the 
insurance. 

Boston  College  will  offer  all  students — graduate  and  undergraduate — the 
option  of  participating  in  the  plan  offered  at  the  University  or  of  submitting  a 
waiver.  The  details  of  the  University's  Insurance  plan  are  available  on  the  U-Vlew 
system  or  on  the  web  at  http://agora.bc.edu. 

Students  may  waive  the  BC  insurance  plan  by  completing  the  electronic  waiv- 
er form  on  U-Vlew  or  on  the  Web.  Students  under  the  age  of  18  are  required  to 
submit  a  written  waiver  form  with  the  signature  of  their  parent/guardian.  This 
form  is  available  for  download  at  http://www.bc.edu/studentservices.  The  waiver 
must  be  completed  and  submitted  by  October  4,  2002  for  fall  semester.  Students 
who  do  not  complete  a  waiver  by  the  due  date  will  be  enrolled  and  billed  for  the 
BC  plan. 
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All  part-time  bachelor  and  master's  students,  including  those  registered  for 
Master's  Interim  Study,  who  wish  to  purchase  health  insurance  must  enroll 
directly  with  the  insurance  company.  The  part-time  enrollment  form  is  available  at 
the  Boston  College  Health  Services  department  in  Gushing  Hall,  at  Walter  W. 
Sussenguth  and  Associates,  or  on  the  Web  at  http://www.bc.edu/studentser- 
vices.  The  coverage  becomes  effective  upon  receipt  of  the  application  and 
payment  by  the  insurer  if  received  after  the  due  date  above. 

Billing  Information 

Tuition  and  fees  for  undergraduates  are  due  by  August  10.  Restrictions  will 
be  placed  on  any  account  not  resolved  by  the  due  date.  These  restrictions  include 
denied  access  to  housing  and  the  Athletic  Complex,  use  of  the  ID  Card  and  Meal 
Plan,  the  ability  to  drop  and  add  courses,  and  to  cash  checks  at  the  Cashier's 
Office.  In  severe  cases,  students  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  University.  In  addi- 
tion, a  $100  late  payment  fee  will  be  assessed  on  any  account  that  is  not  resolved 
by  the  due  date.  There  will  be  absolutely  no  registration  or  confirmation  of  regis- 
tration allowed  after  October  25,  2002. 

Scholarship  holders  are  not  exempt  from  payment  of  registration,  acceptance 
fees,  insurance,  and  miscellaneous  fees  at  the  time  prescribed. 

Tuition  and  fees  for  the  Graduate  Schools  of  Management,  Arts  and  Sciences, 
Education,  Nursing,  and  Social  Work  are  billed  on  August  15.  Payment  is  due  on 
September  13.  All  students  should  be  registered  by  August  15. 

The  tuition  in  the  Law  School  is  due  by  August  10. 

There  is  a  $100.00  late  payment  fee  for  payments  received  after  the  due  dates 
listed  above.  In  severe  cases,  students  whose  accounts  are  not  resolved  by  the 
due  dates  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  University.

This  fee  will  be  applied  towards  students'  tuition  in  the  second  semester  of 
their  senior  year.  Students  forfeit  this  fee  if  they  withdraw  prior  to  completing 
their  first  semester.  Students  who  withdraw  after  completing  their  first  semester 
are  entitled  to  a  refund  of  this  fee  (provided  they  do  not  have  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent account)  if  they  formally  withdraw  prior  to  July  1  for  fall  semester.

Audits 

Undergraduate 

Undergraduate  students  may  not  audit  a  course  with  the  exception  of  under- 
graduates in  the  College  of  Advancing  Studies. 

Graduate 

Students  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Connell 
Graduate  School  of  Nursing  may  register  for  an  audit  on-line.  Lynch  School  of 
Education,  Carroll  Graduate  School  of  Management,  Law  School,  and  Graduate 
School  of  Social  Work  students  must  consult  the  Associate  Dean's  Office  before 
they  can  audit  a  course.  Graduate  College  of  Advancing  Studies  students  may  not 
audit  courses. 

After  the  drop/add  period,  graduate  students  who  wish  to  change  a  course 
from  credit  to  audit  or  audit  to  credit  must  go  to  the  Associate  Dean's  Office  and 
complete  a  Graduate  Course  Exception  form.  Students  in  the  Graduate  School  of 
Social  Work  may  not  change  a  course  from  credit  to  audit  or  audit  to  credit. 

If  you  drop  an  audit  before  September  9,  you  will  receive  100%  refund.  You 
may  not  drop  an  audit  after  September  9.  After  September  9,  go  to  the  Associate 
Dean's  office  and  complete  a  Graduate  Course  Exception  iorm  to  change  a  course 
from  audit  to  credit  or  credit  to  audit.  There  is  no  cancellation  of  tuition  for  a 
course  changed  from  credit  to  audit. 

Credit  Variation 

If  you  need  to  change  the  number  of  credits  for  a  course,  pick  up  a  Graduate 
Credit  Variation  form  from  the  Office  of  Student  Services.  Have  the  form 
approved  by  the  Associate  Dean's  Office  and  return  it  to  Lyons  Hall  by  September 
9.  After  September  9,  bring  the  form  to  the  Office  of  Student  Services  and  pay  for 
the  additional  credits. 


Pass/Fail  Electives— Undergraduate 

Sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors  may  enroll  in  a  non-major  or  non-Core 
course  on  a  pass/fail  basis  anytime  during  the  registration  period.  Pass/fail  choic- 
es cannot  be  made  subsequent  to  the  drop/add  period. 

No  more  than  one  pass/fail  course  may  be  taken  in  any  semester.  No  student 
may  take  more  than  6  pass/fail  courses  for  credit  toward  a  degree. 

Any  language  courses  taken  before  the  language  proficiency  requirement  is 
fulfilled  may  not  be  taken  on  a  pass/fail  basis. 

No  student  may  take  Carroll  School  of  Management  or  College  of  Advancing 
Studies  courses  on  a  pass/fail  basis.  No  CSOM  student  may  take  an  A&S  require- 
ment (including  Core  or  CSOM  curriculum  requirements)  pass/fail. 

Pass/Fail— Graduate 

Field  Education  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Social  Work  is  graded  on  a 
pass/fail  basis.  A  pass/fail  option  is  available  for  a  limited  number  of  other  cours- 
es when  approved  by  the  Associate  Dean's  office.  A  "P"  has  no  effect  on  the  GPA, 
but  if  the  student  fails  the  course,  the  F  is  calculated  into  the  GPA.  Connell 
Graduate  School  of  Nursing  students  enroll  in  NU  901  and  NU  902  on  a  pass/fail 
basis.  Students  in  the  Law  School  may  not  take  courses  pass/fail  unless  the 
entire  course  has  been  designated  a  pass/fail  course.  IREPM  students  contact 
the  Institute  of  Religious  Education  and  Pastoral  Ministry.  Students  in  GSA&S, 
CGSOM,  CGAS  and  LSOE  may  not  take  courses  counting  toward  the  degree 
pass/fail. 

Withdrawing  from  a  Course  or  from  the  University 

The  last  day  to  withdraw  from  a  spring  course  with  a  "W"  or  to  withdraw 
from  the  University  is  April  19.  For  fall  2002,  any  course  dropped  after  September 
9  will  be  recorded  as  a  withdrawal.  The  last  day  to  withdraw  from  a  fall  course 
with  a  "W"  or  to  withdraw  from  the  University  is  December  2. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  drop  courses  during  the  last  two  weeks  of 
classes  or  during  the  exam  period.  Students  are  still  registered  at  this  point  and 
will  receive  a  final  grade  for  the  course.  To  withdraw  from  a  course  or  from  the 
University,  see  your  Dean. 

Cross  Registration 

College  of  Advancing  Studies 

All  full-time  undergraduate  students  are  limited  to  one  CAS  course  each 
semester.  Freshmen  may  not  enroll  in  any  CAS  course.  CAS  courses  can  be  used 
to  fulfill  elective  requirements.  Students  must  check  with  the  appropriate  depart- 
ment if  they  intend  to  use  a  CAS  course  to  fulfill  a  Core  or  major  requirement. 

Boston  Theological  Institute 

Students  who  want  to  cross  register  through  the  Boston  Theological  Institute 
(BTI)  should  pick  up  a  cross  registration  petition  in  Lyons  Hall  and  return  it  with 
an  authorization  by  September  9.  Students  are  expected  to  consult  with  their 
advisor  or  department  chairperson  before  cross  registering.  Graduate  Theology 
majors  may  take  up  to  half  of  their  courses  through  BTI.

The  Consortium 

Under  a  program  of  cross  registration,  sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors  may 
take  one  elective  course  during  each  semester  at  Boston  University,  Brandeis 
University,  Hebrew  College,  Pine  Manor  College,  Regis  College  or  Tufts  University 
if  a  similar  course  is  not  available  at  Boston  College.  A  description  of  cross  regis- 
tration procedures  and  the  authorization  form  are  available  in  the  Office  of 
Student  Services,  Lyons  Hall. 
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Graduate  students,  except  law  students,  may  cross  register  for  one  course 
each  semester  at  Boston  University,  Brandeis  and  Tufts.  IVI.B.A.  students  are  not 
permitted  to  register  at  Brandeis  University  and  students  in  tine  Graduate  Finance 
program  are  not  allowed  to  cross  register  at  any  of  the  universities.  Cross  regis- 
tration materials  are  available  in  Lyons  Hall. 

Law  school  students  may  cross  register  for  classes  only  at  Boston  University 
Law  School  and  only  if  the  course  they  wish  to  take  at  BU  will  not  be  offered  at 
any  time  during  the  current  academic  year.  Students  wishing  to  cross  register 
must  see  the  Director  of  Academic  Services  for  permission. 

The  Graduate  Consortium  in  Women's  Studies  at  Radcliffe  is  an  inter-institu- 
tional enterprise  established  to  advance  the  field  of  women's  studies  and  enlarge 
the  scope  of  graduate  education  through  new  models  of  team  teaching  and  inter- 
disciplinary study.  Faculty  and  students  are  drawn  from  six  member  schools: 
Boston  College,  Brandeis,  Harvard,  Northeastern,  MIT,  and  Tufts.  Graduate  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  degree  programs  at  Boston  College  may  take  GCWS  seminars 
with  department  permission  and  should  follow  the  cross  registration  procedures 
described  under  Consortium. 

Requesting  Advisor  Changes 

students  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  who  want  to  request  a  change  of 
advisor  may  obtain  the  forms  in  the  Associate  Dean's  Office,  Gasson  109.  The 
request  must  be  made  during  the  first  five  weeks  of  the  semester.  Students  in 
LSOE,  CSOM,  and  CSOIM  should  contact  their  Associate  Dean's  Offices  to  request 
an  advisor  change. 

Dropping,  Adding,  or  Changing  a  iVIajor 

if  you  want  to  drop,  add  or  change  a  Biology,  English,  Mathematics, 
Romance  Languages  and  Literatures,  Sociology,  or  Theatre  major,  please  see  the 
department  chairperson.  For  all  other  majors,  go  to  Lyons  Hall. 

Internal  Transfer 

Matriculated  students  wishing  to  transfer  from  one  undergraduate  college  to 
another  within  Boston  College  should  contact  the  Associate  Dean's  Office  of  the 
school  to  which  admission  is  sought.  Students  may  apply  at  the  end  of  their 
freshman  year. 

Students  applying  for  internal  transfer  will  ordinarily  be  expected  to  have  a 
cumulative  average  of  at  least  3.0  with  no  deficiencies.  All  students  must  com- 
plete at  least  3  (4  in  LSOE  and  CSON)  semesters  of  full-time  study  after  the 
transfer.  Previous  enrollment  will  not  satisfy  this  requirement. 

Applications  are  normally  submitted  to  the  Associate  Dean  before  November 
30  for  spring  semester  admission  and  before  April  15  for  fall  semester  admis- 
sion.

Confidentiality  of  Student  Records

letic teams,  dates  of  attendance,  school/college  of  enrollment,  anticipated  date  of 
graduation,  degrees  and  awards  received,  the  most  recent  previous  educational 
agency  or  institution  attended,  and  other  similar  information. 

Electronic  and  print  (The  Source)  access  to  selected  directory  information  is 
available  to  members  both  within  (via  authenticated  access)  and  outside  the 
Boston  College  community.

prevent  release  of  all  directory  information  including  verification  of  enrollment,  or 
of  suppressing  selected  directory  information  either  to  the  Boston  College  com- 
munity or  to  the  general  public.

Communication 

CO  265  Children  and  Media  (Faii/Spring:  3) 

Children  and  Media  is  designed  to  introduce  students  to  theory  and  research 
on  children's  electronic  media  use  and  the  influence  of  media  on  children.  The 
course  is  divided  into  three  sections.  First,  we  will  evaluate  the  quality  and  quanti- 
ty of  media  content  available  to  children  on  television  and  computers/Internet. 
Second,  we  will  discuss  regulatory  efforts  to  control  potential  harmful  effects  of 
these  media.  Third,  we  will  take  a  developmental  approach  to  understanding  how 
children  make  sense  of  media  messages,  focusing  on  those  messages  that  have 
the  most  potential  impact  at  different  stages  of  children's  development.  The  class 
will  operate  from  the  perspective  that  media — whether  educational  or  entertain- 
ment— are  always  teaching,  and  we  will  focus  on  efforts  to  increase  the  positive 
impact  and  decrease  the  negative  impact  of  media  content.

PS  455  Cliild  Development  in  the  Context  of  Family  (Fall:  3)

This  course  examines  child  development  in  the  context  of  a  variety  of  family 
structures  (e.g.,  two-parent,  single  parent,  gay  and  lesbian  parent,  foster,  adop- 
tive, and  blended  families).

The  first  half  studies  1919-1933  when  the 
Nazi's  took  control;  the  second  studies  how  Nazi's  used  opera,  theatre  and  spec- 
tacles to  shape  public  opinion  before  and  during  the  War.  We  will  study  works  by 
Kaiser,  Toller,  Piscator,  Brecht,  Weill,  Schlemmer  and  Gropius,  as  well  as  various 
cabaret  performers.  Finally,  we  will  study  how  a  previously  liberal  culture  was 
transformed  into  an  oppressive  one.

The  primary  aim  of  the  course  is  to  intro- 
duce students  to  the  basic  concepts  of  moral  theology  and  to  moral  methods 
which  will  enable  them  to  assess  moral  arguments  as  well  as  to  argue  toward  a 
publicly  defensible  position  on  moral  issues.  Toward  this  end,  the  formal  ele- 
ments of  ethics — the  human  person,  the  good,  and  criteria  of  judgment — will  be 
described,  analyzed  and  evaluated.

TH  480.01  Ecclesiology  (2  credits) 

The  course  provides  an  introductory  survey  of  issues  in  the  field  of  ecclesiol- 
ogy through  a  reading  of  classic  texts  in  the  field.  The  careful  reading  and 
discussion  of  these  texts  is  central  to  the  course.  We  begin  with  texts  which, 
while  not  themselves  specifically  ecclesiological,  become  loci  communes  once 
the  field  developed.

Non-Credit  Workshop  (afternoons): 

This  workshop  offers  participants  the  opportunity  to  learn  dances  that  may 
be  used  in  the  context  of  liturgical  worship.  Processional  dances,  meditations, 
acclamation  movements  and  dances  for  children  will  be  studied  in  the  appropriate 
liturgical  context.  Using  a  variety  of  musical  forms  we  will  create  dances  that  may 
be  used  as  part  of  ritual  action.

Participants  in  the  study  program  will  have  the  opportunity  to  gather  on  a  few 
evenings  to  consider  questions  and  challenges  involved  in  the  use  of  dance  as 
liturgical  prayer.  In  addition  to  the  classes  and  colloqula,  participants  will  be  invit- 
ed to  share  their  movement/  prayer  in  some  daily  liturgies.  The  cost  for  the 
two-week  program  is  approximately  $500,  plus  room  and  meals.  The  morning 
course  and  afternoon  workshop  may  also  be  taken  separately. 

TH  619.01  Spirituality  for  Social  Justice  (2  credits) 

This  course  will  examine  the  Christian  understandings  of  spirituality.  An 
introductory  approach  to  the  historical,  biblical  and  doctrinal  sources  for  the  con- 
nection of  spirituality  and  social  justice.  Included  is  an  examination  of  the  political 
and  ethical  dimensions  of  spirituality  in  the  current  context  of  global  capitalism. 
Issues  of  concern,  such  as  systematic  injustice  and  suffering,  the  struggle  for 
women's  rights,  democracy,  citizenship  and  the  mission  the  churches  are  also 
covered  from  the  perspective  of  critical  feminist  spirituality  of  liberation.  Attention 
is  given  to  the  pastoral  and  ministerial  implications  of  a  global  spirituality  for  jus- 
tice that  searches  for  alternatives.

This  course  considers  what  human  hope  is.  It  explores  that  hope,  especially  given 
the  range  and  intensity  of  pressures  with  which  we  contemporary  human  persons 
contend,  and  it  reflects  on  the  grounds  for  the  probability  of  the  fulfillment  of 
hope.

Final  Exam  Information 

All  courses  have  a  scheduled  exam  time  determined  by  the  starting  time  ot  the  course. 
This  listing  shows  standard  class  meeting  time  exam  assignments  for  undergraduate  cours- 
es. In  general,  common  exams  are  held  at  4  p.m.  If  a  course  does  not  fit  exactly  into  a  mod- 
ule, it  assumes  the  module  corresponding  to  the  closest  class  meeting  time.  For  example, 
a  class  meeting  T  TH  1 1  is  assigned  module  1 0  (T  TH 1 0:30*).  In  situations  where  the  non- 
standard time  falls  halfway  between  two  modules,  use  the  module  for  the  later  time.  For 
example,  a  class  meeting  M  W  F  9:30  is  assigned  module  03  (M  W  F 10). 

All  graduate  courses  meeting  once  a  week  and  undergraduate  courses  that  start  at 
4:00  p.m.  or  later  and  meet  once  a  week  will  have  final  exams  on  the  first  regular  class 
day  that  occurs  during  the  exam  week.  All  graduate  courses  meeting  more  than  once  a 
week  and  undergraduate  courses  that  start  at  4:00  p.m.  or  later  and  meet  more  than  once 
a  week  will  have  final  exams  on  the  class  day  that  is  earliest  in  the  calendar  week.  For  exam- 
ple, the  final  exam  for  a  T  TH  4:00  p.m.  class  would  be  held  Tuesday  at  4:00  p.m..  Exams 
will  be  held  at  the  usual  class  meeting  time  and  location  unless  otherwise  posted  on  the 
exam  schedule. 

The  meeting  place  for  each  exam  will  be  posted  in  Lyons  basement  one  week  prior  to 
the  exam  period.  Exam  information  is  also  available  on  U-View. 


If  there  is  a  storm  during  the  examination  period,  there  is  the  expectation  that  exams 
will  be  held  as  scheduled.  In  the  very  rare  instance  that  the  exam  schedule  is  delyed  or 
postponed  due  to  inclement  weather  or  other  emergency  situations,  the  first  available  of 
the  following  days  will  be  used:  the  Sunday  during  the  exam  week,  the  afternoon  of  the 
last  exam  day,  and  the  day  after  the  last  exam  day.  If  rescheduling  is  necessary,  announce- 
ments will  be  made  on  WBZ,  WRKO,  and  WBMX,  and  on  the  Boston  College  INFO  line  (61 7- 
552-4636).  For  graduate  and  professional  students,  announcements  concerning  final 
exams  will  be  made  on  the  same  radio  stations  and  on  617-552-INFO.  Students  are  respon- 
sible for  attending  final  exams  at  the  scheduled  times.  In  addition,  students  should  con- 
sider possible  exam  rescheduling  when  making  travel  plans  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Students  are  expected  to  take  no  more  than  two  final  exams  in  any  one  day.  If  a  stu- 
dent has  three  exams  scheduled  in  one  day  and  one  of  these  is  a  common  exam,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  instructor  holding  the  common  exam  to  give  a  make-up  exam.  If  a  stu- 
dent has  three  regularly  scheduled  exams  (this  can  happen  if  the  student  is  taking  a  course 
that  meets  at  4:00  p.m.  or  later),  the  instructor  teaching  the  course  outside  of  the  standard 
time  blocks  (8:00  a.m. -3:00  p.m.)  should  provide  a  make-up  exam.  In  addition,  if  a  student 
has  a  conflict  between  a  common  exam  and  a  regularly  scheduled  late  afternoon  or  evening 
course  exam,  the  responsibility  for  a  make-up  lies  with  the  instructor  offering  the  common 
exam.
